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PLUTOCRACY’S ETHICS. 


In one of the numerous answers to 
“Coin,” Mr. Horace White of the New 
Fork Evening Post attempts to throw 
discredit upon the proof afforded that it 
is gold that has appreciated, instead of 
silver that has depreciated. What does it 
matter. he ays, if the prices of com- 
jmodities, measured by gold, have fallen? 
. Debts are not contracted in commodities 
nor are they paid in commodities. They 
were contracted in “dollars,” he says, 
and they are to be paid in dollars,“ no 
matter if the dollars have greatly 
changed in value. Otherwise the debtor 
is dishonest. , 

Here, in brief form; are the logic and 
the ethics of Plutocracy. The great 
bankers and money-lenders loaned 
money, to be repaid in “dollars.” This 
-is nominated in the bond. They then go 
to work to make those “dollars” scarcer 
and harder to get, and consequently 
more valuable. In Mr. White’s view 
there is no ground for criticism in this. 
It is perfectly right to make dollars 
dearer, but any proposition to make | 
dollars cheaper is “infamously dis- 
honest.“ 

Dear dollars make a few rich at the ex- 
pense of the many. Cheaper dollars ben- 
efit the many, and, if they hurt any, hurt 
only the few. But if the few pursue the 
world-wide crusade to make dollars dear- 
er, it is business.“ If the many demand 
that money shall be made more abundant 
and dollars cheaper, then it is “cheating.” 

It is perfectly true, as Mr. White says, 

that the standard of value should not 
be tampered with. But who has done the 
tampering? Who changed the standard 
of value in 1873? Who is insisting that 
that change of standard, surreptitiously 
obtained, shall be accepted permanently 
by the people? 

The efforts of bimetallists at the pres- 

ent time is simply to restore the ancient 
standard of value which existed in this 
country for nearly a hundred years and 
which was changed by sneak legislation 
in 1873.

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Several Tokio editors told the correspond- 
ent to-day that public sentiment is so out- 
raged over the manner in which the Gov- 
ernment handled the A gyros negotiations and 
the interference of the powers that Minis- 
ters Ito and Mutzu would have to resign 
or be assassinated. ; 

“The people are incensed,” said the editor 
of one of the largest journals here, “be- 
cause Ito has been outwitted and has 
brought shame upon Japan. He should 
have known in advance that — 2 France 
and Germany would not permit Japan to 
acquire the Liatong peninsula. If, as he 
says, Ru gave assurances that she 
would not interfere, Ito should not have 
relied upon that implicitly. He should have 
requir of China.the formal agreement 
in the treaty of peace, and if objections 
were made by other powers to Japan’s pos- 
session of the Liatong peninsula, China 
should agree to the payment of an addi- 
tional idemnity for the return of that ter- 
ritory.. Not so. Japan must return the 
territory, and cannot force China to in- 
crease the indemnity without violating the 
treaty and again declaring war. Should she 
do that, she would merit the contempt 
of tHe civilized world. : 

Japan could not have afforded war with 
Russia, France and Germany combined.

Then 
we must prepare for what is to come. 
Japan cannot rest content with the present 
results. The people are in almost a state 
of rebellion against the Ministers, each 
of whom is carefully guarded. The Gov- 
ernment has also taken extra precautions 
to protect foreigners.”’ ™ 


SIX HOURS WRANGLE. 


The Illinois House Remains in Riotous 
Session Without a Quorum. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 1.—Although 
there was no quorum in the House yester- 
day it remained in six hours of riotous 
session. Daniel S. Berry of Carroll, who 
was in the chair in the absence of Speak- 
er Meyer, who is sick, advanced pet meas- 
ures on the calendar and refused to recog- 
nize members who desired to offer amend- 
ments to any of the bills or to make the 
point of order that there was no quorum 
present. 

Merritt, Schubert, Lowenthal, Weston, 
Schaffer and others began the trouble by 
keeping the House in a deadlock from 11 
to 2 o’clock on the Torrens land title bill, 
which was called up by Miller of Cook. 
These members eventually forced a ma- 
jority of the Representatives present to ac- 
cede to their demands. Merritt offered the 
following amendment which, it was said, 
strikes directly at the heart of the meas- 
ure: 

No applicant for registration of inter- 
est in land under this act shall be required 
to file an abstract of title with his appli- 
cation, but it shall be the duty of the ex- 
aminer to examine thoroughly the full re- 
cords in the Recorder’s office of the county 
in which the land is situated as the basis 
of their opinion.“ 

This amendment provoked a vigorous de- 
bate, May, Jones, of Cook, Ferns, Crafts 


and others denouncing it as being in the 


interest solely of the abstractors of Chi- 
cago and declaring that it would take 
thousands of dollars from the pockets of 
property owners. 

Merritt made similar accusations against 
the original bill and a substitute for his 
amendment offered by Jones. The debate 
became very personal. 

Jones’ substitute on a vote received 56 
yeas and 17 nays. This showed tne: was 
no quorum present. The chair; however, 
refused to submit a roll call to show the 
fact. After a discussion of the amendments 
offered, lasting fully three hours, the bill 
was made a special order for next Tuesday. 

The remainder of the afternoon was spent 
in advancing bills and making special 
orders for next week. On almost every
